Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed proposed amendments to claims 1-6, 14, 19 and 33 to 
overcome the art of record. Discussed the rejection of claim 24 of Woodruff et al in view of Carl et al, particularly that 
the detachment mechanism of Carl et al could not be replaced by a quick-release mechanism including a latch without 
considerable redesign of the reactor taught by Carl et al. Additionally discussed that the proposed amendment to claim 
33 would overcome the rejection ground based on Calhoun et al since Calhoun et al do not suggest an apparatus that 
maintains the ratio of total anolyte volume to total catholyte volume as claimed, nor does it suggest a second reservoir 
in fluid communication with the electrode unit. Reached agreement that the propsed amendments to claims 1-6, 14 
and 19 overcome the art of record.
